NOTE: Applicant's claims now embrace treating a subject with a DNA sequence encoding any potassium channel, 
which is not required to be operably linked to any promoter, and further such may cause treatment of any disease. The breadth of the 
diseases which could be treated has been increased, and now embraces disorders and dysfunctions previously shown to be non-enabled 
(e.g., Official Action of 6/6/01, pp. 2-11). Hence, Applicant's claims do not reduce or simplify the issues for appeal. 

Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection{s): The rejections to claims 50 and 54-59 would be overcome 
by the cancellation of such claims.
